became the Territory of Utah, it did so at a great loss of 
its domain. Part of the south half of Deseret was given to 
New Mexico and the rest to California. At the time of 
its creation, the Territory of Utah in 1850 embraced 
an area of 220,196 square miles or 140,925,440 acres. It
